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3 Believed Killed 
In Austin Store Fire 


AUSTIN, March 23.—UP)—Three 


men were believed dead and one in- 
jured in a spectacular fire here to- 
day at the T. H. Williams Depart- 
ment store. 
Fire Chief John Woody said 


there was no hope of 
rescuing 
three men 
reportedly 
trapped 


when a flash fire swept through 
clothing stock In the basement 
of the downtown store. 
Eight fire fighters were overcome 


1 by the dense yellow smoke. 
The fire, caused by a blow torch 


used by an air conditioning crew In 
the basement started at 11:15 a. m. 
Firemen were blocked for two 
hours from entering the basement 
by strangling clouds of smoke. 


By 1:30 p. m. the smoke was 
under control but the basement 
was flooded and rescuers said.the 
men reported trapped there could 
not possibly be alive. 
It was not known exactly how 


many men were caught. One mem- 
ber of the crew who escaped said 
three. 
He was Walter Kieke, 29, who 


named the men trapped as Edwin 
Gordon, Milton King and Walter 
Dyer, all of Austin.. Kieke himself 
had raced out of the basement 
ahead of the fast-spreading flames, 
suffering only singed eyebrows. 


Kieke said there were seven men 


In the crew installing the air con- 
ditioning equipment. 
They were 


moving a motor and hot sulphur 
was being used to re-set bolts. 


There was a flash of fire from 
a torch being used by Vadie Hill, 
Kieke said. 
Hill, 46, 
suffered 


multiple body burns and burns on 
the hand, but escaped from the 
building. 
The blaze spread rapidly in the 


dry goods stock. 
"It was burning all around me 
as I ran out," Kieke said. 
T. H. Williams, Jr., owner of the 


store, said his stock would be a 
"total loss" and estimated it at 
$250,000. 
Customers and clerks in the two- 
story building were cleared quickly 
from the structure when the fire 
broke out. 
P. Lindren, assistant manager of 
the store, said he had just come 
from the basement before the fire 
broke out. He said three men were 
working there at the time, install- 
ing air-conditioning equipment.

Press that both business 
floors 


were cleared of customers and em- 
ployes in about seven or eight min- 
utes They were mostly women, he 
Eai.1.

The House Appropriations com-

1950 Census-Taking Starts As Rural

Farmers elsewhere who receive 
farm census forms by mall are 
requested to fill out the answers 
and turn in the complete forms 
to enumerators when the yarrive 
with population questions 
next 
month. 
The general 
population 
and 


housing census if scheduled 
to 


take about two weeks in the cities 
and three to four weeks in the ru- 
ral areas 
where 
more 
ground 
must be covered. 


Distribution 
of 
farm 
census 
forms is to continue through next 
Monday. 
There are more than 


300 questions on the farm census 
form, but only about 3 of them 
are "basic" questions which ev- 
ery farmer must answer. 


One who merely grows wheat,, 


for instance, will not need to an- 
swer any of the questions about 
cotton or "goats, rabbits and fur 
animals in captivity." 
The main farm census ques- 


tions pertain to name, address, 
race, age, farm acreage, wheth- 
er rented or self-owned, 
crops 
planted, livestock or poultry rais- 
ed, farm equipment owned, etc. 
Persons refusing to answer cens- 
sus questions can be fined $500 
and jailed for 60 days. 
The law forbids use of individ- 
ual's answers for "purposes 
of 
taxation, Investigation or regula- 
tion." 
Census takers who violate 


the confidence of their informants 
are subject to fines up to $1,000 
and two years imprisonment.

said the President is considering 
approval of limited access to the 
loyalty records of persons whom 
McCarthy has accused. 


A key Democratic senator term- 


ed McCorthy's criticism of Truman 
"such a lowly attack that I can't 
think of a fitting reply." He,with- 
hcld use of his name, but added: 


"Let the American people be the 


judge -of that kind of criticism of 
the President of the United States." 


Senator Tydings (D-Md), chair- 


man 
of the 
Inquiry committee, 


said he had "absolutely no com- 
ment" on McCarthy's remarks. 


The Wisconsin Republican made 


his blunt attack on Truman in a 
telegram to the vacationing Pres- 
ident at Key West, Fla. 


"I feel," McCarthy told 
Tru- 


man, "that your delay of this in- 
vestigation by your arrogant re- 
fusal to release all nccesary files 
In Inexcusable and Is 
endanger-

regulatory power contrary to the 
ntent of the 1938 natural 
gas 


act. 
Opponents of the bill argue 


he commission has such author- 
ty under the 1938 act.

There was talk Wednesday

Monday, but no agreement was 
reached. 


Senators Humphrey (D-MInn)

Kerr disputing this, said that

Brakes Now On Traditional Easter 
Shopping Boom; Merchants Confident 


By BADEAB W1NGET 


NEW YORK, 'March 


The brakes are on the traditional 
Easter shopping boom right now, 
but most businessmen still hope 
they can beat last year's total or 
come close to it. 
There are two measuring sticks 


by which to judge Easter trade— 
dollar and unit volume. Most.au- 
thorities agree the dollar volume 
is going to be about equal to n 
year ago, elve or take a few per- 
centage points. 


But all are sure 
the 
physical 


volume of suits and dresses and 
hats and a long list of other Eas- 
ter things is soine t° be higher 
than a year ago. 
Prices Down Slightly 


That's because of price reduc- 


tions during the past year all alone- 
the line. 
One source 
estimates 
prices are down an average 
of 


three per cent for the year. 
Easter falls on April 9 this year, 


one week earlier than last year. 
The very earllness 
of Easter, 


however, makes for a short shop- 
ping season. With the weather still 
cold, Easter slips up on people be- 
fore they know it. 


W. Ian Mack, business consult- 


ant, believes it is a little early to 
judge the temper of Easter busi- 
ness, but says: 


"The expectation is the»e will be 


fairly brisk retail trade right up 
to Easter. March will exceed a 
year ago, or approximate It, In 
dollar volume. Unit sales should 
show an appreciable increase." 


Mack believes adverse weather 


lias been a factor so far in hold- 
Ing back sales in some sections. 
Apparel Sale* Slow 


Another reasearch organization 


of national reputation says there 
iren't many Indications so far of 
Easter 
shopping 
getting 
under 


way. Apparel sales are below a 
year ago both on a dollar and unit 
basis, but the total 
should 
be 


above a year ago on both counts 
within a week or two. 


'March 
and 
April 
together," 


this organization predicted, "should 
be above 1949 on a unit basis and 
slightly higher on a dollar basis." 


The organization did not want its 
name used. 


The International Statistical Bu- 


reau, Inc., a business reporting 
service, summarizes conditions in 
this way: 


There are two main trends. The 


first is the favorable showinjr of 
durable goods, like television sets. 
This largely results from elimin- 
ation of consumer credit curbs. 
Part of present retail trade sta- 
bility is due to expansion of con- 
sumer debt, such as mortgages, 
which results in 
spending 
for 


household furnishings. 


Consumers Shop Carefully 


The second trend is In soft lines, 


more or less the opposite of dur- 
ables, extending through last fall 
and this spring. There are a few 
exceptions, especially sports wear 
and casual garments.. Neverthe-. 
less, 
consumers 
are 
shopping 


carefully, and moit retailers are 
disappointed in the trade showing 
so far.'They remain hopeful. 


The bureau said March dollar 


volume will be ahead of 1949, "and 
the total for March 
alVd 
April 


shouldn't show too much change 
from a year ago." 


The National Retail Dry Goods 


Association sets the barometer for 
March business at "pretty good." 
"Easter trade was slow in start- 
Ing," the association said, 'but it 
now is picking up." 


The most cautious estimate of 
total Easter shopping volume was 
given by one national organization 
as "unchanged to as much as 3 to 
5 per cent under a year ago." 


Men's Clothing Good 


Jerome Udell of Max Udell Sons 


and Co., men's clothing manufac- 
turer, showed high optimism. "The 
men's clothing business, and bus- 
iness in general, is expected to be 
exceptionally good through March 
and April," he said.

Social Security 
By Tax Increase 


WACO. March 23 — (Spl) — In- 
crease of social security taxes by 
50 per cent, effective January 1, 
this year, did not have any bear- 
ing or Increase on the present bene- 
fit payments to beneficiaries, ac- 
cording to Elliott W. Adams, man- 
ager of the local Social Security 
Administration office. 
"Only an act of congress can 


raise the benefit schedule," Adams 
stated. 


"A bill passed the House last 
year and is now pending before 
the Senate piopose many changes. 
If and when Congress completes 
any action raising benefit rates 
according to the presnt wording of 
the bill, those now reciving month- 
ly payments would recive increas- 
es 
automatically. 
It 
probably 


would not even be necesary to call 
our office," he added. 


Adams said that under the bill 


passed last year by the house, re- 
tired workers would receive bene- 
fits avraging more than 50 per- 
cent above the presnt scale. An- 
other change proposed is that a 
beneficiary can earn as much as 
$50 per month withoht losing his 
benefit for that month. At present 
he Is permitted to earn up to $15 
a month. 


The present tax increase, Adams 


said, Is designed to build up a re- 
serve sufficient to take care of 
the ever-growing number of per- 
sons over age 65 and the surviv- 
ors of deceased workers. The rate 
is scheduled to go up again to two 
percent on Jan. 1, 1952.

HOME RULE FOR SCOTS 


The borderline between 


England and Scotland has 
been a purely nominal one 
since the act of union in 
1707. The Scots were given 
full representation in Par 
liament and have alwayi 
taken a prominent part in 
British politics. 


Beginning in 1942 there 


has, however, been some 
dissatisfaction in the north 
era country. Based chiefly 
on economic matters, this at- 
titude has come to a head 
twice in the last ten years, 
and has been a source of 
worry to the labor govern 
ment. A recent petition for 
home rule received a million 
signers, representing a fifth 
of the Scottish population. 


The Conservative Party- 


has shown more sympathy 
with the Scottish viewpoint 
than has the present govern- 
ment. Under home rule the 
Scots believe they would 
stand a better cHance of de- 
veloping their natural re- 
sources and local industries 
than is possible at present. 
* 
Always strongly individu- 


alistic, the people north of 
the border apparently 
are 


persuaded they would have 
little to lose and much to 
gain from home rule. 
KEEPING ST'REETS TIDY 


"Did you drop this?" Ask- 


ing this, a New York City in- 
spector of the sanitary d 
partment points to a crush- 
ed cigaret package. 


"Guess I did," replies the 


startled citizen. A moment 
later he is giving his name 
and address to the inspector, 
and is told to appear in 
court three days later. 


One day recently 230 New 


Yorkers paid $710 in fines 
for littering the streets with 
waste paper 
or 
garbage. 


Some of them will think 
twice before they repeat the 
offense. 


All this is 
astonishing 


news in New York City, and 
unfortunately in most other 
cities of the land. Cities usu- 
ally provide rubbish cans, 
, but seldom act against the 
passers-by who leave their 
litter on the sidewalks in- 
stead of in the cans. A 
French 
or German 
city 


would never witness such 
conduct, or if it did would 
soon put a stop to it. 


Another American 
city 


once set out 'cans painted 
with the simple sign, "Help 
keep the city clean." This 
worked well for some time. 
A later administration let 
the magic phrase give way 
to paid ads, irrelevent to civ- 
ic neatness. The effect of the 
cans was lergely lost. But 
people can keep the city 
clean if they try. 


MAKING USE OF 


NIAGARA 


Some admirers of Niagara 


Falls have been alarmed by 
the long-term treaty for use 
of Niagara 
River waters, 


signed by the United States 
and Canada. The treaty is 
expected to make more wa- 
ter available for power de- 
velopmentv. But the agree- 
ment does not fix an amount 
of water allotted for power. 
Instead it provides for a 
certain minimum flow over 
t>he falls, varying in amount 
according to hour and sea- 
son, and the water which is 
left over may be diverted for 
power. As the preamble of 
the treaty states that saving 
the beauty of the falls is a 
primary consideration, pre- 
sumably the minimum flow 
figures have been 
worked 


out accurately so., as to as- 
sure that scenic ' grandeur 
d u r i n g the sight-seeing 
hours of the tourist season. 


People who have known 


the falls for many years can 
see the effect of previous 
diversions. The falls are def- 
initely less impressive than 
they used to be, despite the 
added attraction of night il- 
lumination.

WHEN LEWIS TALKED 


John L. Lewis talked the 


other day. The conversation 
reported by Arthur Krock of 
the New York Times did not 
quote Lewis directly, but it 
gave the gist of his words. 
One passage is significant. 
Krock wrote: 


"His control of the selec- 


tion of some officials in the 
union mine districts ia ex- 
ercised only where and be- 
cause the miners, left to 
themselves, 
would 
make 


choices against their true in- 
terests." - 


Hitler always thought he 


knew what was good for his 
subjects, better than they 
did. Stalin thinks so today. 
All autocrats have this idea. 
Uusually they dress up in 
pretty words the fundament- 
al idea which, truthfully ex- 
pressed, would run some- 
thing like this: 


"I am your master and 


give you what I like. Because 
sometime you might want to 
vote other than as I dictate, 
you shall have no real voting 
rights at all." 


RULES OF ENGLISH 


Prof. Robert A. Hall, Jr., 


of Cornell Univesrity is not 
the first to say that the 
rules of the English language 
are clumsy and cluttered. 
But in his book, 
"Leave 


Your Language Alone," he 
has devoted a considerable 
amount of research to estab- 
lishing that many of 
the 


rules of the language have 
no solid or logical founda- 
tion. He shows that here and 
there a rule was just invent- 
ed by some earlier language 
authority 
who wanted to 


write a book, and that others 
have simply been transplant- 
ed into English 
from 
its 


source languages, 
notably 


the Latin, without too great 
regard for the question of 
whether English 
benefited 


from the transfer. 


If Professor 
Hall 
stood 


alone in his indictment of 
our language, 
it 
perhaps 


could be lightly regarded. 
But he has an abundance of 
company. Perhaps we ought, 
as most of these critics sug- 
gest, be more ready to ac- 
cept change, less loyal to old 
rules. If we were, perhaps 
English might cease to be 
regarded as one of the more 
difficult languages to learn. 


Here, however, a word 


should be said on the side 
of dogma. America is a big 
place, the size and kind of 
land 
which under 
other 


circumstances would 
very 


likely embrace a multitude 
of local languages and dia- 
lects, with the speech of one 
region unintelligible to the 
residents of another. There 
are several factors which 
keep English a single lang- 
uage 
understood 
almost 


everywhere north of the Rio 
Grande; one of those factors 
is the book of rules. It would 
not do to rewrite the book 
too hastily. 


THE AVERAGE 


Averages seems to hold a 


strange fascination in these 
days. The most talked-about 
man in America is the aver- 
age man, who lives an aver- 
age life span and has an 
average income and lives in.

The list of at- 
titudes and habits governed 
by faith in averages could be 
made almost endless. 


In succumbing to this fas- 


cination we may forget that 
the average man does not 
really exist. He was invented 
to represent all the different 
men. The man you meet on 
the street is, like yourself, 
richer or poorer, wiser or 
more foolish than the aver- 
age. The average is not ail 
offer of refuge or comfort; 
it is a measuriig stick by 
which we 
can 
determine 


whether or not we progress 
If we move at the average 
level we are not advancing; 
progress results from doing 
better than'the average. 


DESTROYING THE 


WORLD 


Some scientists have sug- 


gested that if a successful 
hydrogen bomb should have 
incorporated in it certain 
elements already 
known 


to atomic researchers, the 
result would be 
a bomb 


which if exploded would 
release 
radio-active 
par- 


ticles w h i c h eventually 
would kill every creature 
on earth. Some other sci- 
entists promptly said that 
this suggestion was irrespon- 
sible, but the layman can 
only wonder. 


This inviting prospect is 


still some time off. As far 
as is known, no one has as 
yet made a hydrogen bomb. 
If and when this is done, tho 
existence of the world could 
rest in a lunatic's hand if 
that lunatic happened to be 
in command of a nation pos- 
sessing the bomb. He could 
threaten to lose this all-de- 
stroying force unless he were 
let to do as he pleased. 


It might seem that the 


only argument that could 
prevail against such audac-

super-hydrogen 


bomb which could destroy 
the universe. 
Readers of 


pseudp-scientfic fiction will 
not dismiss this as a possi- 
bility.

Unfortunately, a jpkesmith can't 
just keep saying, "Keokuk, Keou- 
kuk, 
Keokuk" 
like a 
flattened 


trainwheel. 
He has to go on to 
other things to earn his yuks. 


"Another standby in the trade 
is known 
as the 
rule-of-three 
joke," said Kiergan. 
"For 
in- 
stance, if you say, 'she is not -only 
pretty—she is not only 
wealthy 


• •..but she is also stupid'—well a 
certain percentage of people will 
think that remark is mildly fun- 
ny.

CAIRO—An old-fashioned wed- 
ding ceremony in Egypt isn't like 
saying "I do" anywhere else in 
the world.

ditional festivities. Some are four 
centuries old in origin. 
The day before the wedding is 


"henna day." The bride applies 
henna (dark orange-red) to her 
palms and feet so they will 
go 


well with a traditional pink even- 
ing gown. 
Men and women of the happy 


couple's 
family 
dine 
separately. 
Later, a dance is hel din the men's 
quarters. 
Women watch through 
peep-holes, unseen. 
, 
Or her wedding day, the bride 


dons her white wedding gown. 
From head to foot all her garments 
must be white. She rides to the 
groom's house on camel back, her 
face and body screened from view. 


A musical group precedes her. 


Her women friends shout a shrill 
accompaniment. 
When she arrives at the groom's 


home, a lamb, is killed at her 
feet. 
Then heavily veiled, she is 


hurried to the women's tection of 
the house. 
In an adjacent . room 
separat- 


ed from his bride by a wall—the 
groom gives his pledge to honor 
and love the bride. 
Normally he 
has seen her only once before in 
his life and never spoken with 
her.Even then, after the groom has 
gone through the ceremony, the 
bride proceeds through the house 
father or an elder member of the 
family is delegated to sign the 
marriage contract. 


Then comes the "zaffa." 
The 


bhide proceeds through the house 
seven 
times. 
Each time 
she 
changes her dress between rounds. 
Now the bride and groom go 


together into the wedding cham- 
ber. But even then they are not 
alone. 
A witness, usually 
the 


bride's- mother, goes along to cer- 
tify the marriage has been con- 
cumated. 
The old marriage customs large- 


ly have given way to more occi- 
dental ceremonies among the mid- 
dle and upper classes. 
But the 
centuries-old 
Egyptian 
wedding 
still is faithfully followed bv 
the 
peasants—the vast majority of all 
Egyptians.

ST. PAUL'S INVASION OF ROME 
AN EPOCH -MAKING EVENT 


A Prisoner For Conscience' Sake Destined to 
Conquer a Proud Empire — Others Had Laid 
Foundation On Which Paul Built — Acts 
And Romans Tell The Story 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 
and EARL L. DOUGLASS. 


The entrance of Paul the pris- 
oner, Into Rome, meant nothing to 
the proud city of that day. He was 
but one more of an endless stream 
of 
prisoners from the 
far-flung 


empire, seeking Caesar's clemen- 
cy. To the church he 'might be a 
great Apostle; but to Rome, he 
was only an entry in a docket, 
a man to be kept RUarded. 
Little did proud Rome dream 
that ages would write down this 
Jewish prisoner as the greatest 
of all figures that ever trod her 
streets. Still less did anyone sup- 
pose that he carried a conquer- 
or's sceptre, and was bent on win- 
ning the capital city, and the em- 
pire itself, for his King. 
End of the Journey. 


Most famous of all the travel- 
ers who have looked upon the 
loveliness of Sicily, and upon the 
awesome majesty of Mount Etna, 
was this man Paul, on his way to 
Rome as a prisoner for the Gos- 
pel's sake. 
After 
the 
dreadful 


storm had passed and the journey 
was continued with normal safe- 
ty, Paul and those who traveled 
with him could look' out upon 
vistas of the 
beautiful Mediter- 
ranean, with the colored sails of 
the fishing fleets; uplifted moun- 
tain peaks and ranges; and all 
the 
kaleidoscopic play of human 


life, as village succeeded village, 
town followed town. 


There were Christians in Rome 


before ever Paul got there. Who 
converted them? 
HOW , did they 


come to be?" What is the explana- 
tion of this clear evidence that 
the Message had outrun its chief 
messenger? 


Welcomed By Friends. 


Often the missionary has arriv- 


ed upon a far field to find that 
the Good News had preceded him 
and prepared the way for him. 
Some unknown and unrecorded 
Christians — perhaps prisoners, 
perhaps travelers, perhaps slaves 
—had carried to the capital of 
the Roman Empire, from its out- 
lying eastern provinces, the story 
of a Saviour come. 


We cannot ever learn definitely 


the identity of the Christians who 
pioneered the Gospel up to the 
very throne of Caesar. But their 
work was so faithfully done that 
upon Paul's arrival a large group 
of fellow disciples awaited him, 
and even went out a day's jour- 
ney along the Appian Way, to 
meet him at the Three Taverns 
and the Market of Appius. 
Here let' Ug record a profound 
truth. 
The man who knows the 


fellowship of sincere friends, such 
as Paul made all through his 
tumultuous 
career, 
has 
earned 


one of life's greatest rewards. 
Many a Caesar has gone to Rome 
over the Appian Way knowing 
less of real loyalty and friendship 
than was accorded to this prison- 
er in chains. 
Paul belongs 
to the greatest 
fraternity of all—the brotherhood 
of the disciples of Jesus Christ. 
And to us • today that fellowship 
should mean more than any other 
relationship in the world, except 
the family Itself. 


Down to work. 
Although Paul's scholarly mind 
must have been bursting with ea- 
ger interest in all the sights of 
Rome, Paul set straightway about 
his Master's business. 
Probably 
because of his character and con- 
duct, he was accorded the privi- 
lege of dwelling in his own hired 
house; and there he reamlned for 
two years. 


Within a few Tiours of his arriv- 
al in Rome, he had sent for the 
leaders of the local Jewish com- 
munity, to set forth to them his 
status and his Message. 
It was 
an all-day conference, and it re- 
sulted In some of the Jews being 
converted from their 
Scriptures 
that Jesus is" the Messiah; and 
some 'refused to believe. So our 
history leaves him, dwelling in
